“In our Winnipeg office we get 
into touch with immigrants from 
the United States, who come 
through St. Paulaund Minneapolis. 
Anagent of the Dominion immi- 
gration department informed me 
that he receives three inquiries 
eoncerning Alberta for one for 
any other province.” 

Speaking of conditions in On- 
tario Mr. Marshall stated he never 
saw 60 promising a_ spring.

Alberta's Population Will Reach 
400,000. 


Alberta’s publicity commission, 
H. F. Hotchkiss, is confident that 
there will be no difficulty in secur- 
ing the required number of settlers 
within the next year to give the 
increase in Alberta’s population 
necessary to receive the increased 
subsidy from the Dominion 
government after the census is 
taken in June of next year. 

Already the increase in the flow 
of immigration to Alberta bas 
become noticeable, Reports from 
the ports of entry which Mr. 
Hotchkiss bas received, show that 
an ivoreasing number of settlers 
are asking to be directed to Alberta 
instead of to the older provinces, 
as haa been the case in former 
years. 

“We will get the lion’s share of 
the settlers this year,” said Mr 
Hotchkiss yesterday, speaking to 
a reporter of the success of the 
publicity caw paige inaugurated 
by the provincial government at 
the beginning of the year. 
Although the campeign is yet 
young and the publicity bureau 
bas been established only three 
months, the number of enquiries 
they have received already totals 
ia the hupdreds, and is rapidly

vy Winnipeg, Toronto and Montreal. 
All these agencies have met with 
great success in their efforts to 
divert immigration to Alberta. 

“The United States is beginning 
to put up a stiff fight to prevent 
the tremendous outflow of settlers,” 
said Mr. Hotchkiss. “Only a few 
days ago, I received a paper from 
the agent at North Portal, which 
was published at Minot, North 
Dakota, and which contained an 
article, under big headlines, 
warning prospective immigrants 
to beware of the strict immigration 
laws to which immigrants coming 
into Canada were subjected, and 
grossly misrepresenting facts io 
connection with lands in Canada.” 
Mr. Hotchkiss forwarded the 
paper to the immigration depart- 
ment at Ottawa.

. Mr. Fortune took his text from 
Matthew 16, verse 26: For what 
is a man profited, if he shall. gain 
the whole world and lose his own 
soul; or what will a man give in 
exchange for his soul? 

“Every business man is asking 
himself that question. In talking 
to men about Local Option, they 
ask what will they profit,” said 
the speaker. “Having gone east 
,at my own expense to find out ex- 
actly what conditions were like, I 
find that local option has benefited 
towus everywhere.” Many teeti- 
monials were read from foremost 
business men who reside in many 
towns under lucal option in the 
east, testifying to the improved 
conditions and inéreased territory 
under the probibitory law. Owen 
Sound, Mr. Fortune declared being 
the storm centre of local option in 
the east, was paid a visit by bim, 
end gave further testimonials of 
many business men to the effect 
that real estate and business gen- 
erally has made a stupendous 
iucrease since local option had 
been introduced. Keal estate in 
Orillia local option bad 
doubled iu value, and the assete of 
the town had increased $1,000,000 
since introduction of local option. 

The speaker dwelt at some 
length on the moral tone of our 
the abominable hotel 
accommodations and the deception 
to which many towns had resorted 
in procuring licenses. 

Mr. Fortune outlined a plan of 
a campaign, which he said would 
in all probability take place in our 
province in the fall and winter of 
1910-11, the beginning of which 
would be to divide the province 
into municipalities and thereby 
work te-a successful end, predict-
